the Opium Parmoer’s agente here is stricter 
and: more thorough than that of_ the Cus- 
toms officers at Canton, for the latter rarely 
avurch people’s persons, and when they do, 
they confine themselves to the Chinese pri- 
vate mail carriers, and -uever .searth. any- 
body else éxcept on information. Then 
again, the Opium Farmer's men carry out 
their search in the most abominable way, 
having no ,rogard whether the person. ope- 
rated upon is a gentleman or a coolis, beily 
as apt to lift up the former’s long coat 
apto dive into the latter’s. girdle. And,, 
would you believe it, this operation takes
